I do not mean the Com- 
munist: Party: as such, The 
“Party” is socially a fairly 
vague formation, secing 
that it now numbers nearly 
geven million full and 
probationary members, and 
that the members can be 
anything from “activists” 
(ic., full-time administra-. 
tors, efficiency experts or 
propagandists) to pro- 
forma Communists - who 
join up for career reasons 
or. because it is the thing 
“done.” No, the Party is a 
political, not. a social 
phenomenon. ° 


But many - Party members 
belony to a very definite social 
formation, the “Sovict botel- 
ligentsia.” which ts o far wider 
concept than the Party. This 
“intelligentsia” is very different 
in {ts character and 
both from Its pre- 
revolutionary ancestor and from 
its Western counterparts. In 
fact, in the Soviet jargon, the 
term “Intelliguent™ (with a hard 
“g* and the accent on the last 
syFable) is applied to anyone 
not earning his living by manual 
labour. . Thus, a humble junlor 
nccountant in the backwoods 
kolkhoz Js an 
while a well-poid Stakhanovite 
bricklayer is definitely’ not. 


PROSLOYKA 


‘OW in Marxian sociology, a 
class is a class because of its 
special relationship to the process 
of production, Since, “the

munist pundits say, Sovict soclety.

In fact, the only two 
classes which are supposed _to be 
in existerice in the Soviet Union 
are workers and peasants.
